“Old Snort” 
May Answer 
Her Last Alarm 

The fireworks which accom¬ 
panied the debate on the rela¬ 
tive merits of fire* engines at 
a previous meeting of the City 
Council,, simmered down at the 
special meeting of Monday, 
Oct, 4 into an amicable discus¬ 
sion about the bright red beau¬ 
ty of all fire apparatus. Coun¬ 
cilman Pratt said that every 
fire truck had its individual 
appeal, and Mayor Louk re¬ 
marked that even “Old Snort,” 
which has faithfully served the 
city since 1921, had an attrac¬ 
tion all of her own. 

But consideration of the bids 
received for a replacement of 
“Old Snort” gradually nar¬ 
rowed down to the bid of the 
Crown Coach and Body Corp. 
Their product is the only one 
which meets the specifications 
of the legal notice for bids, 
having a short wheel base with 
a turning radius of only 56 
feet, and a motor of sufficient 
power to climb with ease the 
steep grades of our city streets. 
Councilman Pratt pointed out 
that the approximate two min¬ 
utes required to back up in 
negotiating a sharp turn could 
mean the destruction of a $20,- 
000 home. 

Final decision was tabled for 
an early future meeting. It 
appears at this moment that 
the fate of “Old Snort” will be 
decided even before that of the 
Thanksgiving turkey, and that 
she soon may be retired to a 
quieter pasture at the water 
department’s pumping plant, or 
to the city garage on Alta Vista 
Drive.

Victory Park Ideal 

In evaluating the possible 
sites for the new building, Dr. 
Stuart McComb, superintendent 
of Pasadena schools, told mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Education 
that Victory Park “is the only 
site ideal in location, size, 
shape and terrain for high 
school needs.” McComb also 
pointed out that the cost of 
acquisition is not excessive and 
that only local problems would 
be involved. 

Local citizens were pleased 
with Victory Park’s possible se¬ 
lection because of its easy ac¬ 
cessibility to Sierra Madre stu¬ 
dents. Earlier in the week the 
Sierra Madre PTA, as a unit of 
the Pasadena PTA, sent a letter 
to the Pasadena Board of Edu¬ 
cation, expressing a desire to 
see the building program start 
as soon as possible. 

Mrs. Charles Siegel, of Sierra 
Madre, who was appointed to 
the Citizens Advisory Commit¬ 
tee for the Selection of a High 
School Site, said that those 
wishing to voice their approval 
of Dr. McComb’s recommenda¬ 
tion do so by addressing him 
at the Board of Education, Pas¬ 
adena School District, 361 S. 
Hudson, Pasadena.

Master Zoning 
Draft Reveals 
New Methods 

A clearer, sharper view of the 
City will result from the mas¬ 
ter zoning plan as presented 
in the first draft of the new 
zoning ordinance, Councilman 
Wood pointed out at the Sept. 
28th meeting of the City Coun¬ 
cil. 

It contains several important 
types of provisions not con¬ 
tained in the old ordinance and 
makes administration and en¬ 
forcement of the ordinance 
easier. New specification re¬ 
garding procedures to be fol¬ 
lowed by Planning Commission 
and City Council regarding 
minutes of meetings, hearings, 
etc., are designed to make sure 
of better and more adequate 
records of hearings and to es¬ 
tablish precedents to make en¬ 
forcements of ordinance more 
uniform. 

Methods of procedure of 
Planning Commission. Plan¬ 
ning Commission may clarify 
any ambiguities in ordinance. 
Must ascertain facts and in¬ 
terpret accordingly and send 
to City Council for approval 
their interpretation, to be made 
part of record. From then on, 
interpretation will hold. 

Granting or denying applica¬ 
tions for variance and use per¬ 
mits — require that Planning 
Commission must announce 
findings by similar report 
which gives facts and findings. 
This information to be readily 
available for reference when 
other similar cases come up. 
This feature also applies to the 
City Council—in case of ap¬ 
peals, Council must make de¬ 
cision, report findings in simi¬ 
lar report for record. 

Other new provisions in ad¬ 
dition to those listed in last 
week’s issue of the NEWS are 
as follows: 

R-2 zones—Day nurseries will 
be permitted up to nine chil¬ 
dren; all residential zones R-l, 
R-2, R-3 have same lot area re¬ 
quirements and front and side 
yard requirements; allowance 
will be made for buffer lots 
at boundaries between zones— 
permitting 2-family use.
